5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Peppier 
(5,193,534). 

The limitations in claim 1 are shown in Peppier' s Figs. 1-7, column 2, line 55 through 
column 3, line 61. Peppier discloses a combination of eyeglass frame 12 and an air-tube 
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38 that carries oxygen from an oxygen tank 42 to the nose wherein the eyeglass frame 
hollow to allow airflow.
